WASHINGTON OR-The Senate 


Preparedness subcommittee has 
under consideration a 'series 
ofj 


proposals that could lead to legis- 
lation shearing the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff of their military commands. 


The subcommittee, headed by 


Democratic Leader Lyndon B. 
Johnson of Texas, has heard con- 
tradictory testimony from mili- 
tary leaders and scientists about 
the amount of service rivalry that 
still exists under supposed unifi- 
cation of the armed forces. 


Most subcommittee members 


now are convinced there has been 
so much confusion and bickering 
among Army, Navy and Air Force 
leaders in the Pentagon that the 
nation's missile and satellite pro- 
grams have been seriously handi- 
capped. 


Start At Top 


While there is no unanimous 


opinion, the prevailing impression 
among subcommittee members 
seems to be that it might be best 
to start at the top of the military 
structure in any recommended 
shakeup. This could take the form 
of relieving the Joint Chiefs of 
command duties. 


The Joint Chiefs, consisting ot 


the heads of the three services, 
have the dual role of over-all mili- 
tary planning and of operating the 
individual- services. This has led 
to some';,y5U^gia6Uons. that their 
loyalty to their: individual services 
has interfered with their decisions 
on over-all m i l i t a r y plans, al- 
though Gen. Nathan F. Twining, 
chairman of the Joint Chiefs, has 
denied this in public testimony. 


In exploring the situation, the 


subcommittee's 
staff has gone 


back as far as the 1949 Hoover 
Commission report. At that time, 
a minority of'which former Sec- 
retary of State Dean Acheson 
was a member recommended that 
Congress create a single chief of 
staff over the Joint Chiefs. The 
present chairman of the Joint 
Chiefs has only an advisory role.

A 1953 report of the Rockefeller

The Joint Economic Committee 


of Congress took this new view 
of automation by calling up bank- 
ers, industrialists, scientists, la- 
bor leaders and automation ex- 
perts to testify on the subject. 


Generally 
speaking,

tion is the substitution of ma- 
chines and electronic devices for 
the work of humans. It is given 
credit for a major assist in help- 
ing to curb prices in the face of 
soaring wage? by Rogrr Bolz, 
editor of Automation Magazine. 
He told the committee: 


"While compensation of indus- 


triral employes rose some 60 bil- 
lion dollars — 60 per cent — be- 
tween 1943 and 1956. with corpor- 
ate new profits taking little or no 
increase, prices of manufactured 
goods rose only 30 per cent."

"In 1975 the latest Department
